b) Aiter exhaustive study of ihe 
subject of ownership the conference 
resolves that private ownership is 
one of the rights granted by the 
shariah as it has also allowed 
rights of others in private property. 

The conference further resolves

and the good of humanity. 

As it also resolves that the 
Academy should as early as possible 
equip itself with all tie me.ins 
necessary tor the rpread of Islam, 
and its defence, and the planning 
necessary for carrying out these 
duties as alfo the pooling ot 
resources. This is a matter ot 
utmost importance demanded by 
contemporary Mi.slim life. 

"Hold ast to the cable of AU.ih 
and do not be deviled. Remember 
the favour of Allah rn you : You 
were enemies end he unite! your 
hearts* and you became brethren 
with the favour Allah." 
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separation which estranged Muslims 
from their own brethren and filled 
their hearts with suspicion Thus 
they appear to be different nations 
in spite of the fact that Islam has 
united them. 

Based on this the Conference 
has resolved as follows : 

i ) Colonialism along with its 
supporters — both in lands which 
Continue to be under its yoke and 
in lands from which it has departed 
leaving behind its effects — consti- 
tutes the first danger which Muslims 
must individually and collectively 
resist with continous efforts till 
the heart, the conscience, the country 
and the learning of the Muslims are 
liberated. Any dereliction of this 
duty is disobedience to Allah and a 
great sin because it ensules the enemy 
to harm millions of Muslims. It is, 
therefore, a struggle relating to 
the sight of Allah and the right of 
millions of Muslims not confined to 
the right of the sinner alone. 

Zionism under which colonialism 
seeks to cover its aims after the 
destruction of all its overt means, 
is a malicious disease with the help 
of which Colonialism aims at con- 
tinuing its sway over the Muslims. 
To struggle against Zionism is, 
therefore, the duty of every Muslim 



wherever he may be, and its avoid- 
ance is disobedience of Allah and a 
great sin. 

ii) The Conference resolves that 
the Book of Allah and the Apostolic 
Practice are the basic sources of 
Islamic legislations and the use of 
personal interpretations to deduce 
laws from these sources is the 
right of all those who possess the 
qualifications of a mujtahid. 

To solve modern problems 
principles should be sought from 
the legal schools. By no principles 
are found in them collective ijtihad 
should be exercised within the 
framework of the existing legal 
schools. Should this also prove 
fruitless, independent collective ijtihad 
should be exercised. 

The Academy will fecilitate the 
exercise of ijtihad in both these 
kinds whenever the need arises. 

iii) The Conference resolves : 

a) that the problems of Zakat, 
the sources of wealth in Islam, the 
ways of investment, the relation of 
wealth to individuals and societies 

and the rights of ownership, these 
are pressing problems because in 
them meet two sections of the 
s v ariah, viz., worship and social 
behaviour. The conference, therefore, 
resolves that these problems be the 
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between Al-Azhar and the Muslim 
world and to co-operate with AI- 
Ashar in directing higher Islamic 
studies. 

The conference in which repre- 
sentatives of more than forty coun- 
tries participated and exchanged 
views on various problems facing 
Muslims in their countries, provided 
for the Academy an opportunity to 
have a glimpse of contemporary 
Muslim Society. 

The first stage of the Conference 
made Certain recommendations 
which will form part of the plan 
for the future activities of the 
Academy. The second stage of the 
conference confined to the members 
of the Academy only studied the 
papers, the views and the recom- 
mendations of the representatives of 
Muslim countries who participated 
in the conference. The study 
revealed that the important problems 
facing the Muslims at present can 
be grouped under the following 
foar heads : 

i ) to resist the common enemy 
of Islam and the Muslims. 

ii ) to pur^e Islam from ac- 
cretions and encrustations, 

iii ) to regulate social and 
economic relations amongst Muslims 
on sound Islamic lines. 



iv ) and to work for the unity 
of the Muslims, and for ending 
differences based on legal inter- 
pretations. 

This is because : 

i ) the enemies of Islam are 
trying with all the potentialities at 
their disposal to weaken the faith 
in the heart of the Muslims in order 
to wean them away from the 
spirit of Islam and to confuse their 
thought - all this to enslave them 
and rule over them. 

ii ) the conflicts of centuries 
have left a thick layer of dust on 
many of the principles of Islam, 
thus obstructing a clear view 
of these principles, and disfiguring 
others with encrustations from which 
Islam is free. 

iii ) modern social life invol- 
ving various economic trowsactions 
filled the Muslims with anxiety and 
pushed them to the brink of sin en 
account of quick and far-reaching 
developments in the economic field. 

Needless to say that social 
cooperation demands sound and 
clear views of Islam on these 
problems so that Muslims might 
rest assured of Islam's validity 
in the changing Conditions of life. 

iv) and finally disunity of 
Muslims and the continuous exis- 
tance of legal differences created a 
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of them regarded these as innovations 
that would mislead the Muslims from 
the path of Allah, some rushed into 

this new life as one dying of thirst 
would rush to drink dirty water, 
some others tarried to ask Themsel- 
ves or to enquire from others which 
of these new forms of life were lawful 
and which unlawful, and yet some 
others dared to issue fatwas for them- 
selves as well as for others whether 
they had the necessary qualification 
or not, The majority of the Muslims 
stood confused. Some tried to get 
out of this confusion by suggesting 
to themselves, with or without con- 
viction, that religion consisted only 
of worship and that there were rules 
other than religions to regulate hu- 
man relations. This is a serious 
mistake, and if it becomes common, 
it will totally estrange Shariah from 
Muslim Society. 

But since Allah has appointed 
Islam to be the religion of the 
people till the end of the world for 
their welfare in this world and the 
hereafter, the raises in every gene- 
ration scholars with learning and 
insight who understand the Book 
of Allah and the Sunna ; they seen 
the guidance of thes two sources in 
determining what is right and wrong 
in modern life, and they rectify 
what is wrong in human behaviour. 
This confirms the word of Allah 
wich says : " Let there be a section 



from you who call (others) to good, 
enjoin what is right and prohibite 
what is wrong : they alone are the 
successful ". 

This section constitutes the 
proof of this everlasting faith which 
renews itself from within to face 
all the varying needs of evolving 
humanity. 

The Academy of Islamic Resear- 
ches was founded to bring together 
on one platform this distinguished 
section so that they might find out 
the views of Islam regarding pro- 
blems that concern the Muslims in 
this world and the hereafter. 

The Academy was established 
to serve as the highest body for 
Islamic researches which undertakes 
the study of all that pertains to 
Islamic heritage, and works towards 
the reorientation of the Muslim cul- 
ture, its purging from accretions, 
and its presentation in its true ele- 
ment, while fecilitating knowledge 
of and acquaintance with it on all 
levels and in all climes.

"Verily Religion with Allah is 
Islam. " 

Islam consists of faith and legis- 
lation; faith to regulate Man*s relation 
with his Lord and legislation to 
regulate human behaviour in the 
capacity of an individual, a society 
and a nation. 
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Since Islam is the only religion 
acceptable to Allah, it is imperative 
that its legislation should take into 
consideration all the needs of the 
people, individually and Collectively, 
and should regulate all kinds of 
human relations in the Muslim 
society. 

The basis of legislation is the 
Book and the Sunna and the correct 
understanding of both. Scholars of 
Muslim Jurisprudence strove hard to 
understand the Qur'an and the Sunna, 
and to deduce rules from them. Their 
understanding was so precise, their 
hearts so sincere, and their vision 
so broad that the principles they 
formulated are considered a valuable 
human legacy and an authority for 



the study of law and jnrisprudence 
in all societies and in all ages. 
Further, the Muslim jurisprudence 
has greatly influenced legislations 
of all the nations of the world, and 
has contributed to the advancement 
of human civilization. 

This activity, however, was 
short-lived. Its speed was stowed 
down by Colonialism. The affliction 
caused by colonialism engaged the 
minds of the Muslims more than 
any problem of this world or the 
hereafter, and every one held fast 
to a fortress defending his sacred 
belongings. Thus they stood where 
they were without stepping one step 
forward while life around them was 
going ahead. 

Thus they stood for centuries 
struggling, in many ways and with 
varying degrees of success, against 
this agression. Finally, when victory 
came to them after centuries, they 
watched life around them in its 

varigated forms and found some of 
them to be quite new to them. Some

The final conclusion the author 
reaches is the fact that the Arab 
movement of spread had its origins 
in t e face of increasing aridity in 
the few centuries preceding the 
appearance of Islam. It was also 
moulded by the effect of the geogra- 
phical environment and the geogra- 
phical situation. In its origins the 
Arab movement was to be similar to 
the earlier movements of exponsion 
by the nomads. 

The arid regions during oscilla- 
tions of climate. Like previous 

movements of expansion it should 
have been more prompt and vigorous, 
an 1 should have led to destruction 
in the neighbouring and perhzps far 
areas. It may be noticed that the 
power of both the Persian and the 
Roman empires has helped contain 
the nomads of the Pre-!slamic era 
within their increasingly drying 



deserts. This retarded Arab emig- 
ration, though it did not prevent 

turmoil and local wars within Arabia 
itself. When differences between 
Persians and Romans weake.ied both 
giants, the Arabs had their chance 
to carry their new mission to the 
outside world. At this time, how- 
ever, Islam did not only unify Arab 
community; but is also bestowed 
upon the Arabs new spiritual values, 
new mora! ideals and new norms of 
behaviour. The old turmoil and 
disintegration of the Pre-Islamic era 
soon gave way to unity of aim and 
action. The new heavenly guidance, 
as well as the new outlook gave the 
Arab movement and its leadership 
an entirely new philosophy of thought 
and action It was the spread of a 
mission and not the conquest of 
new lands. With the Qur'an in 
their right hand the Arabs spread 
west, east and south east both by 
land and by sea. The r61e of the 
"merchant' missionary" from Arabia 
was a particularly significant feature 
in the spread of the new creed from 
what became the geographical light- 
house in the heart of the old world. 
Thus, in the unique movement of 
the spread of If I am both natural, 
historical and spiritual factors gave 
their contribution to make the move- 
ment of the Islamic spread from 
Arabia what it was and what it re- 
mained to be until our present day* 
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forward a new, and rather unusual 
approach namely the geographical 
aspect of this movement of spread. 
In other words, we should like here 
to outline the contribution that 
could be mate through the study 
of what may be called the * 'spiritual 
geography" of the Arab movement 
of spread at the dawn of Islam. 
This, we hope, should help us 
appreciate more closely the comp- 
lementary nature of the natural, the 
human and the fpirltual factors 
affecting that movement of spread. 

The main points we shall bring 
forward in more detail in our com- 
munication are as follows : 



1) The effect of the "geographi- 
cal situation" upon the movement of 
spread both locally and universally. 
The fact that the m if firm was revealed 
in the liking region ox Hidia'z helped 
in the prrcers of unification of the 
Islamic community ol the Arabs and | 
in the spread of t s e new creed. A! so 
th rt geographic situatirn of Arabia 
itfel'I in t s e he-.rt of ; li2 o!d world 
and the easy access from it to t':e 
outside world in all directions both 
by land and by rea have greatly 
facilitated the movement of spread. 

2) The natural geographical en- 
vironment of Arabia has alro had 
its lasting effect upon this movement 
oi spread both from the social and 



political points of view. By this 
natural environment we mean the 
land, the climate, the flora and the 
fauna of the region. Sslected exam- 
pless and illustrations of the effect 
of this environment will be given 
in our communication. 

3) The author will also attempt 
to give what he hopes to be a new 
interpretation of the Arab Movement 
just before and at the dawn of Islam, 
in the light of a hypothesis oi cli- 
matic change at that time It is 
claimed that this change took place 
gradually from about tie middle of 
the third cent lry A.D., until it rea- 
ched its climax in the sixth century. 
It was an oscillation of climate 
leading towards more pronounced 
aridity. The change was no': great 
in extent ; but being already a desert 
or semi-desert country, any drop in 
the amount of rainfall, however 
small, led to desiccation and to the 
need for emigration and spread. T"e 
indications upon which the author 
build? up this hypothesis of a phase 
of aridity are as follows : 

a ) Indications from antiqui-ie? 
from the early centuries of .he 
Christian era, such as cisterns and 
other antiquities both in Yemen and 
in North East Africa. The lowering

The spread of Islam from Arabia 

represents a unique phenomenon in 

history. It can be distinguished from 

other movements of spread by the 
following features : 

1) Its immense widespread along 
a belt extending from the Atlantic 
to India and over to the Pacific. 

2) Its dual nature of being both 
terrertial and maritime, this latter 
feature bein? represented especially 
in East Africa and the Island World 
of South East Asia. 

3) Its far reaching effects in 
both the racial, social and cultural 
spheres. 

4) Its spiritual mission with its 
deep, far-reaching and permanent 
efiect. 

5) Its vitality and continuity 
which were represented in the 
relatively recent outlayers of Muslim 
communities reaching the Americus. 

Through these characteristics 
this unique human phenomenon of 
spread proved its effectiveness both 
as a "creed"* and as a "movement". 



1 



It continued over many centuries, 
thus proving again its vitality. This 
latter feature may perhaps be 
noticed in the cultural and spiritual, 
rather than the political history of 
the Arabs and Islam. The Arabic 
language, for example, has been used 
as a living language xor over sixteen 
centuries. In that respect, it can 
perhaps be matched only by the 
Chinese langi age, though this latter 
never attained the universality or 
the spirituality of the Arabic lan- 
guage. The spiritual aspect of the 
spread of Islam was further charac- 
terised by the fact that it was always 
coupled by solidarity of Islamic 
thought, inspite o. differences in 
environments. 

The movement of spread of 
Islam has attracted the attention of 
students and researchers of all ages. 
Most oi their attention, however, 
was directs ! towards the political, 
rocial or spiritual aspects of the 
history of Islam. It is the aim of 
this humble communication to put 
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all through the ages. Further, Divine 
Wisdom requires ttiata humanity 
should not be felt without a teacher 
to guide them regarding matters 
ef this world and the hereafter and 
to provide t:;erri with solutions to 
the varigated problems that will 
continue to arise as long as as 
the heavens last. It has been 
agreed upon by all ihat ijtihad is 
a « sectional duty " ( fard kifaya ) 
and that it is not confined to any 
particular age. h is the duty of 
the scholars, therefore, to acquire 
the qualifications for ijtihad to 
enable them to discharge the duty. 
Those who have studied the Qui 'an, 
the Sunna, the ijma and qiyas and 
have a good knowledge of the 
Arabic language to enable them to 
understand the sources, and are 
well-versed in the principles of 
deducing laws, ought to exercise 
.ijtihad. If one of more of such 
scholars dischage this duty, others 
are absolved of the responsibility; 
but if none of them takes up the 
task, all will be sinners. 

Those who hold that mujtahids 
a e found in every age, and those 
who held an opposite view are not 
actually far a part from each other. 



The difference lies only in the type 
of muj tabid each group has in 

mind. Those who deny the appea- 
rance of mujtahids in every age 
mean by a mujtahid an independent 
doctor of la«w who bases his deduc- 
tions on principles he himself has 
formulated. As for those who pro- 
fess the appearance of mujtahids in 
every age, they mean by a mujta- 
hid one of the following : 

i) an independent doctor who 
bases his deductions on the 
principles formulated by his 
imam. 

ii) a limited doctor, i.e., one who 
f \ knows the rules deduced by 
^_J his imam and prefers one to 
the ether in the light of argu- 
ments. 

iii ) a dector who knows which of 
the deductions his own imam 
has preferred and issues frt- 
was accordingly. 

In support of his view that 
" the gate of ijtihad is open till 
the end of the world " tho author 
finally cites quotations from emi- 
nent scholars such as AJ-fzz bin 
Abd Ai-Salam, Imam Abu Shamah, 
Shaikh Muhammad Bakhit etc.

In Chapter One the author 
explains the word Ijtihad etymolo- 
gically and defines it as a technical 
term. He then dafines the term 
mujtahid and discusses the different 
connotations of the word. 

In Chepter Two he discusses 
the qualifications of a mujtahid, 
those qualifications that are agreed 
upon by all the jurists as well as 
those regarding which opinions dif- 
fer. He prefers the view held by 
the majority of jurists that a muj- 
tahid should get by heart the 
Quran. He does not, however, 
hold that a mujtahid should memo- 
rize all the hadith, as their scientific 
codification has greatly fecilitated 
reference work. 



In Chapter Three he enumerates 
the various types of ijtihad, viz., 
wajib, mandub and haram. The last j 
type of ijtihad consists of an opinion 
which contradicts a clear text or 
the consensus of the scholars. 



In Chapter Four he discusses 
the basis ot success or failure of 



a mujtahid. He holds, as the majority 
of jurists have held, that each pro- 
blem has cnly one par.icular solu- 
tion. He who gets at it has suc- 
ceeded in his ijtihad, and he who 
misses it has failed.

£< In Chapter Five he speaks 
about the age of ijWhad. He is sure 
that it started during the time of 
the Prophet himself. Opinions differ 
as to the validity of the Compa- 
nions' ijtihad. Srrae jurists claim 
validity for their ijtihad whether it 
was exercised in the presence of the 
Prophet or in his absence while 
others hold only such of their ijtihad 
valid as wa:» exercised in the Pro- 
phet's absence. 

In Chapter Seven, which is the 
last, the author dwells at lengih 
on the validity of mujthids appea- 
ring in every age. In support of 
his view he argues as follows : 

The appearance o! a mujtahid in 
every age is a religious necessity, 
for being the final dispensation, Islam 
is expected to guide the people 
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Dealing with the solutions to 
these problems that islam can 
offer, the author says that there is 
nothing in the ethical teachings of 
Islam or any other heavenly faith 
that sound minds will reject. 

Speaking about woman's fre- 
edom he says that Islam has given 
her freedom to marry whom she 
likes, to demand divorce frftm her 
husband when such a step be- 
comes necessary, freedom to 
spend her wealth as she wills and 
tie freedom to work. He then 
describes how the Eastern woman 
till recently was deprived of these 
freedoms which islam has granted 
her in the interest of a happy 
family lile. Regarding divorce, 
polygamy and birth control he has 
the following to say. Divorce has 
been dtviced f-> avoid the evil 
effects of an unhappy marriage; 
health and family reasons justify 
polygamy; and birth control should 
be viewed in the light of Islam's 
idea of individual freedom. 



Speaking about racial segregation 
he says that Islam has declared 
equality of all human beings. Save 
virtue Islam recognizes no basis 
for superiority. 



Regarding the problem of 
unbelief, he says that the only 
way of calling people to faith is 
through study and discussion with- 
out the use of force or compelsion. 
( There is no compelsion in faith ; 
the right has now become evident 
from the wrong). 

Discussing the problem of land 
ownership, he says Islam follows 
a via media avoiding the extremi- 
ties of total abolision of ownership 
as enunciated by Communism and 
of unlimited ownership as enun 
ciated by Western Capitalism. In 
support of this view the author 
quotes from Ghazali's al-Mustasfa. 
Ghazali says : 

J "When hands are empty of 
wealth and there is no money to 
maintain the army, and there is 
fear of the enemy entering the 
land of Islam or fear of disturbance 
from miscreants, it is permitted to 
the imam to impose on the rich a 
tax to maintain the army. F?r v e 
all know thai when two evils are 
found at one and the same time, 
the law permits us to end ihe 
greater evil with the help ot the 
lesser one. And what every rich 
man pays will be less than what 
he will have to spend to defend 
himself were there no government 
to maintain order and to cut at the 

root of evil."

Difficulties in human society 
are a result of the constant con- 
flict between *he individual's 
desire to enjoy complete freedom 
and the society's desire to check 
this freedom in the interest of 
social life. The mo*t important 
problems Thai S.ciesy faces to day 
are the followicng : ethical and 
social anarchy, racial segregation, 
faith in God versus atheism and 

limited ownevship versus unlimited 
ownership. 



Islam's keeping pace with the time 

did not mean blindly following the 
materialistic society and rejection 
of spiritual values, but it meant 
casting life into th* Islamic mould 
and the creation of a new soceity 
based on the principles of Islam. 
He added that humanity which 
was precariously poised on the 
brink of a nuclear war could onlv 
be saved by Isiam. 

These are only a few of the 
many opinions that were expressed 
by the delegates. The one thing 
that is evident from these discuss- 
ions is the need for the Muslims 
to unite, to consult each other and 
to gather rtund 1he principles of 

Islam " holding fast to Allah's 
cable " . 
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to carry out this task is a reinfor- 
cement to al - Azhar which for 
centuries has remained the hope of 
Muslims everywhere. Though Allah 
has blessed Egypt with al-Azhar, 
it is in fact tae property of all the 
Muslims. Seekers of light and lear 
ning repaire to it from every part 
and students from all the countries 
where Muslims are found gather 
under its roof - a true representaion, 
in deed, of the unity of the Muslim 
world. This high position that 
al-Azhar occuoies played a great 
part in attracting Muslim scholars 
to this historic conference. The 
discussions that the scholars carried 
on and the papers that they read 
in the many sessions of the con- 
ference not only point' to the great 
intsrest of the scholars in the 
problems that face us, but also 
give us a true picture of these 
problems. We wish, therefore, to 
refer briefly to some of the discus- 
sions and publish summaries of 
some of the important papers : 

The first paper read in the 
conference dealt with the factors 
that helped the spread of Islam. 
From the discussion! that followed 
it was clear that it was the most 
important problem that has been 
engaging Muslim minds as it was 
also the foremost object of the 



Academy. As one of the delegates 
put it, "It was the core of the 
Academy's activities". The discus- 
sions regarding various details of 
the problem and the replies given 
by the author of the paper proved 
to be of great value, no less va- 
luable than the paper itsef. One 
of the delegates spoke on Islam 
in Africa and referred to the 
difficulties that the Muslim face 
there, and to the hostile attitude of 
Christianity, Ahmadism. Qadianism 
and Bahaism. He called upon the 
delegates to find out effective 
means of spreading Islam in this 
region. 

Shaikh Mustapha Kamal al-Tazi 
of Tunis emphasized the need to 
study the problems that arise in 
our daily life, especially in the 
•conomic field and to explain 
Islam's view vis-a-vis these pr- 
oblems. This would prove to the 
coming generations that Islam is 
suited to all times and climes. 
Some of the problems that he 
referred to »re : tax versus Zakat, 
unification of the lunar calendar, 
utilization of the animals sacrificed 
j on the occasion at the haft e*c. 
Shaikh Abd al-Karim Saito of Japan 
called for the starting of missionary 
movement in Japan. The Pakistani 
delegate, Shaikh Ghulam Ghauth 
said that Muslim unity could be

On March 7, 1964 History was 
eagerly watching Cairo, the seat of 
al'Azhar to witness an epoch 'ma- 
king event in the history of Islam 
and its fallowers. For on that day 
was held, under the auspices of 
the Academy of Islamic Researches, 
the first international Conference 
of Muslim scholars. Religions dig- 
nitaries from every nook and cornet 
of the Muslim world responded to 
the historic invitation to attend the 
Conference which represented the 
unity of Islam in the real sense 
of the word. After the Arab Sum- 
mit which was held at the beginning 
of this year and which unified the 
Arabs, came the internatioal con- 
ference of Muslim scholars to unify 
the Muslims, to look into their needs, 
to solve problems of the day that 
face them and to find out the most 
effective means of spreading the 
message of Islam. Muslim unity 
which was the hope of every Muslim 
has now almost became a reality 



just as Aarb unity itself has mate- 
rialized. Both these unities are 
interdependent : for in the might 
of the Arabs is the might of Islam, 
and their weakness is tantamount 
to the defeat of Islam. This exp- 
lains why Muslims everywhere evi- 
nced so keen an interest in both 
the Conferences. 

I am not far from the truth 
when I say thai the International 
Islamic Conference has created a 
confidence in the heart of every 
Muslim who is looking forward to 
a bright futu;e for the Muslim 
Nation. 



Tne conference has emphasized 
the importance and the utility of 
Academy of Islamic Researches. It is 
a forum for the Muslim Community 
to which Muslims will turn for 
solution to the various religions 
problems that face them at present. 
The Academy that has been created 
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The programme of the confe- 
rence has been drawnup as follows : 
The members and the delegates 
will take part during the first two 
weeks in meeting?, parties and 
visits to various places to see the 
progress the United Arab Republic 
is making. During the next two 
weeks the members of the Academy 
will hold meetings. The conference 
will then turn into committees for 
study and discussion. The mem- 
bers will also draw up programmes 
for the meeting of the Academy 
which according to its constitution, 
should be held at least once every 
month. \ { m 

Thus you see, Gentlemen, that 
we, the members of the Academy, 
have been charged with a great 
responsibility. The eyes of Muslims 
are, therefore, directed towards us, 
expecting to hear cur verdict in 
many of the problems ?hat they 
meet in their daily life and have 



become part of their life. In the 
same way, on our efforts rests the 
future of the coming generations 
who may find themselves fettered 
with the bonds of sweeping mater- 
| ialism and fatal individualism. 

As long as we have strength 
of will and sincerity of purpose, 
the problem is not difficult, and 
God witling, we shall achieve what 
we aim at ("Verily Allah does 
not change the state of a people un- 
less they themselves change it.") 
and the hopes of the Muslims to live 
with honour in this world and the 
hereafter shall become a reality as a 
result of your efforts. " Say : Work ; 
Allah and His Apostle and the 
believers shal soon see what you 
do : vou will certainly be returned 
to the Knower of the unseen and 
the seen and He shall inform vou 
as to what you did." 

And Allah's is the guidance. 

Peace and blessings of Allah 
be on you. 
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to prevail in the society, to spread 
the understanding of religion and to 
widen the scops of Islamic culture 
in such a way that it becomes an 
open book to be read by people in 
every walk of life. 

Brethren, 

I shall present before you a 
brief account of the Academy and 
its growth and the task that we 
hope to achieve. The Academy 
was to instituted by Law No. 103/ 
1961 to be t ie highest body for re- 
search, It will work to revitalize 
Islamic culture, to cleanse it from 
unwelcome foreign elements, and 
to bring it back to its pristine 
purity. It will express its views 
on juristic and social problems con- 
nected with the dogma. It will 
call the people towards the Path 
of Allah with wisdom and goodly 
admonition. The Academy has also 
been charged with the task of stu- 
dying all fhat is published about 
Islam and the researches carried 
out by non-Muslims to benefit from 
what is good and to refute what 
is wrong etc. 

Later on laws were passed 
appointing twenty-seven members 
of the Academy and laying down 
qualifications of the members, then 
modifying certain clauses of the 
original law. The Ministry also 
pa* sed laws relieving certain mem- 
bers of their other duties to devote 
all their time exclusively for the 
Academy.

Allah willed to take away two 
of the members to His proximity 
before ihey c?*u!d meet us in this 
assembly.

These papers will be 
presented to the members for study 
during the last two weeks cf this 
session of the Academy, and during 
the first two weeks of the session 
such of the papers wil be read as 
have been translated and scrutini- 
zed. As many of the papers rea- 
ched us during the last few days 
the Secretariat could net look into 
all of them.

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evidence of the afore-mentloned 
phenomenon. Emperialism has en- 
deavoured in Algeria, in particular, 
and in every other Islamic kind, in 
general, to separate the Arabs of 
Algeria from their religion and to 
cause this strong support of history 
and belief to collapse. It had derived 
different arts and followed, for one 
hundred and thirty years, different 
methods to achieve its aim. Never- 
theless, the Algerian Revolution has 
broken up as an outlet ior the 
Algerian's belief in If lam and 
Arabism. Its main support, in its 
hard struggle, was its belief in a 
a fi*ht for the Word of God. When 
its success was achieved and its 
affairs settled, its constitution dec- 
lared, in its first articles, that 
Islam is the official religion and 
that Arabic, the language of the State. 

But the formation of the Islamic 
Researches Academy in this way 
and in the choice of its members 
from among the ler.ders and pioneers 
of Islamic thought and from among 
the keen observers of the conditions 
of present life, with its events and 
problems, increases our hope in 
overcoming the diffculties which 
research work and study face, assuring 
the Muslims about their religion, 
explaining its value in human life 
and showing that Islam, though the 
desert was its birthplace, is meant 



for Man and Human virtuous quali- 
ties in every age and place : the age 

of the camel as well as age of the 
machine. 

1 firmly believe that had not a 
revolution taken place in the United 
Arab Republi c, had not ihis revolution 
aimed at creating a society that has 
a history and glorious past in 
struggle, a society that has under- 
taken the message of ideals and the 
preservation of the Holy Qur'an as 
a religion an1 creed, and had not 
President Gamal Abdel-Nasser been 
the pir.neer planner of this Revolu- 
tion, this society would have neither 
emerged in its present form nor the 
potentialities that enabled it to 
cooeperate with others for the sake 
of the Arab Nation, the Islamic 
world and God's sake would have 
been possible. 

The era wherein the tunnels of 
the High Dam are dug among rocks 
and desert to be made serviceable to 
man instead of being an enemy to 
him, this era which has eradicated, 
once and for all, colonialism from 
its domination over the Suez Canal, 
the vein of the entire Arab Nation 
as well the Islamic world, adds up 
a new glory to the list another 
important achivement the reorgani- 
sation of Al-Azhar - in a way that 
enables graduates and member to 
participate in life and prepares

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among its members, new figures 

representing different cultures and 
various attitudes of knowledge but, 
added to this, it aims at the reviv.il 
of the traditional teachings of the 
formers and the pavement of the way 
for the renewal oi the attitude of 
brilliant Islamic Ulama and juri- 
sprudents in coming to agreement 
about any case problem. 

If some other Ulama, represent- 
ing Non-Arab Islamic countries, do 

not witness to-day's Conference as 
members, the fol lowing conference, 
if God wills, will include them 
after the necessary steps have been 
taken.

The Conference of the Islamic 
Researches Academy, in its present 
session, will face many difficulties, 
cases, events and developments which 
have appeared for the first time or 
precipitated in the lives of the 
Islamic communities after the juri- 
sprudents have stopped to give their 
opinion and satisfied themselves by 
adhering to one of the creeds 
prevalent or by trying to come to 
a compromise concerning varying 
creeds. The conference will face 
such difficulties and cases and it is 
bound to deal with them by research 
and study to select the clear Islamic 
opinion. This will help to the return 
anew of the relation between the 
lives of the Muslims in their 
practical passage under the pro- 
tection of the principles of Islam so 



| as to guide man correctly towards 
j the clear direction which will guard 
i his life, protect him from the 
elements oi weakness, help him to 
overcome obstacles, save him from 
idleness and urge him to work and 
production. 

These difficulties and cares 
which face the conference in its 
present session from a hard an1 
serious job. It is hard because it 
will h ave to study and give original 
solutions to them, because the gap of 
time between the time of stagnation 
in the Islamic thougt and its juris- 
prudence and the present has been 
so great. And becai.se of this big 
gap it has been believed that nothing 
better could be achieved. 

It is serious because the opinion 
which wilt be fronted and will 
explain the aim of Islam will have 
a wide and deep effect on the souls. 
The Muslims at present are quite a 
considerable number which cannot 
be ignored. The more they are for- 
ced to deviate from Islam through 

shaking their belief and understanding 
of this religion by dfferent means 
and different intellectual tendencies, 
the more they yearn to stick to its 
principles and to apply them in 

their lives. 

The Algerian Revolution, in its 
break and success, is a clear 
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befallen the Muslims in their unity 
as well as in their jurisprudence and 
outlook for life. 

This Law does rot mean that 
Al-Azhar would deviate from its 
message or the history of this mes- 
sage in science, knowledge, juris- 
prudence and preaching. It is meant 
to enable Al-Azhar to fulfil its 
message in an effective way so as to 
help its penetrating rays to reach 
the liie of millions of Muslims in 
their unity, friendship, and appre- 
hension of the Islamic values and 
applying them in their private and 
general lives. f f 

By the reorganization of Al- 
Azhar the Law does not mean to 
make Al-Azhar mimic any other 
educational or scientific institution 
inside or outside it. It means to 
renew the status of the Muslims in 
the days of glory and greatness 
when they surpassed everybody else 
in their faculties for learning whe- 
ther in the subjects of the Qur'an 
and the Hadith or in Arabic, intel- 
lectual and human sciences or in 
physics and mathematics. The Law 
means to restore to the Arabs and 
Muslims the age of intellectual 
patronage and scientific leadership 
in no less a way than what had 
been known of the Muslims in their 
relations with others and supplying 



them with the leading free thought 
and the scientific method. 

It is not strange in the intellec- 
tual history of Al-Azhar to have an 
age of leadership in research and 
study in all the previous ip'ieres, 
and to have among its men Ulama 
who have excelled in other fields of 
knowledge, just as they have excelled 
in the sciences of the Qur'an or 
Sunnah or the Arabic language. 

One of the most important 
interests of the Law is to reform 
this body, which is in charge of 

1 research and devotion to original 
deep studies, to supply the Muslims 
with opinions about the problems 
which face them and which the 
necessities of life has put forward 
and made it urgent for them to 
know what their Islam advises, what 
relieves their souls and what sup- 
plies their capacities in life, to urge 

them towards effective work and 
the preservance of their dignity and 
superiority. 

If this law has enacted that the 
formation of the Islamic Researches 
Academy should include research 
Savants graduated from Al-Azhar, 
research Savants from theUniversities, 

higher institutes of the Republic and 

other research Savants, well -known 
in the Arab and Islamic world for 
their broad outlook, deep thought 
and original opinion, the Law does 
not express a mere desire to have,

When the United Arab Republic 
reconsidered the organization of 
Al-Azhar and its institutions and 
issued Law No. 103 for 1961, the 
following institutions were formed : 

Al-Azhar University, Islamic 
Researches Academy, General Depart- 
ment for Al-Azhar Inrtitutes, the 
High Council for Al-Azhar and its 
General Secretariat. I3v so doine. 
the United Arab Republic aims at 
prompting life and movement anew 
in the activity of preaching and 
Islamic and Arabic Studies. It aims 
also at the resumption of building 
up the glories of the Muslims, aiter 
reviving the religious, scientific and 
human heritage and at clarifying 
this heritage from the blemishes 
caused by the weakness that had 
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Today Islam is facing many 
strong challenges which aim at 
doing away with Islam. Had it not 
been for Allah's promise contained \ 
in His words : " We have revealed 
the Reminder and We shall protect 
it, " the position of islam would 
have been different f om what it is j 
today. But realisation of Allah's | 
promise rests on our fait 1 in the 
Book and our eiiort to preserve it. I 

The role of the Scholars, the- 
refore, in preserving Islam and the 
Book of Allah is indeed great. ! 
Muslims expect them to expound j 
the truths of If lam and its teach- 
ings and to present them to the 
people in their pristine purity and 
to explain them to the people in 
clear terms and in an unbiased way. 
This exposition of the Scholars 
should be an expression oi their 
faith, and it should create in the 
minds of the people a feeling that 
Islamic values are forces that will 
end the darknesses of fear, poverty 
and ignorance in every society that 
believe in them. 

The Challenges that Islam faces 
today are not only external b;.t also 
internal; not only challenges from 
colonialism and its trick?, but also 
challenges from atheism and deviation 
in unde standing and deviation in cha- 
racter. Colonialism not only challen- 



ged the BooK of God an i its value 
and its principles, distorting some 
of them and rejecting the others, 
mocking at some and doing away 



with other in name of science, but 
afro challenged the unity of Muslims. 
It divided them into nations and sec- 
tions and groups, and transformed 
their legal school into religions, their 
languages into barries, their land 
into distances, and their races into 
frontiers, all of which stood in the 
way of their physical as well as 
spiritual contact. Colonialism chal- 
lenged the faith of the Muslims and 
iheir understanding of the Book of 
God, and created for every country 
an Islam, though "religion with 
Allah is Islam" since He revealed 
His message and sent messengers. 
Religion oi Allah is therefoie, one 
and His Qur'an is one which is in 
the clear Ambic tongue. Albeit 
colonialism did away with ihe 
Muslim Unity as it distorted the 
teachings of Islam and its principles. 

If Muslims are to be "fie best 
Community raised for the people" 
it is imperative that there barriers 
between them should end and it is 
also imperative that Muslims should 
return to the Book of God and to 
its language. 

And as we have mentioned 
before it is for you the members 
of the Islamic Researches Academy 
to carry out this task.

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an easy prey to its occupation and 

exploitation. To do this it sought 
the help of its supporters who could 

pave its way. In spite of all this, it 

was but natural that the will to 
change should be born and t'at it 
shou'd revolt against this exploita- 
tion in accordance w:th the law of 
Allah "that Allah does not change 
the state of a p?op!e unless they

Here in the United Arab Repub-

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The Inaugural Session of tie Coitereiee 

The inaugural seesion o< the Conference was held in the conference 
hall of the Cairo Governorate. A large number of university professors, 
members of several cultural organizations and Arab and foreign press 
reporters were present.

Allah, secretary general of the Academy of Islamic 
Research, participated in the session. The deliberations Commenced with 
the recitation of the holy Quran. Mr. Hussein Shafi then delivered the 
.inaugural addrese on behalf of President Gamal Abdul Nasser. Latter 
Dr. Muhammad al-Bahay, Dr. Muhammed Abdullah Madi Dr. Mahmud

Before the Conference ended 
the delegates paid a visit to the 
Gaza Strip on an invitation from 
the Governor General who extended 
the invitation to the delegates on 
benalf of the sons of the Arab 
Palestine. During their visit the 
delega-es held a meeting and 
issued a communique re -iterating 
that Palestine is An Arab country 
whose sons have been wrongfully 
driven out. The Communiqe called 
upon the Muslim World to take 
necessary steps for restoring the 
right of people of Palestine. It 
also thanked the Arab Kings and 
Heads ot States for their support 
to tie Palestine problem in the 
Arab Summit Conference. Of the 
non-Arab delegations, the Indian 
Delegation evinced special interest 
in the Palestine problem. Shaikh 
Maulana Muhammad Tayyib, the 
head of the Indian Delegation said 
in reply to a question that the 
partition of Palestine wouid be a 
heinous crime. He added that the 
Indian people were deeply c ncer- 
ned with the economic and social 
problems that the Palestinian Arab 
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and that Islam knows no conflict 
between religion and Iteming ia 
the widest tense of the word. 

Secondly, AL-AZHAR had always 
remained an international seat of 
learning. It has welcomed in the 
past, as it does now, students 
from ail parts of the world ir- 
respective of race, colour, language 
and even religion. These students 
drawn from different countries and 
speaking different languages have 
always met in harmony and uniiy, 
studying, discussing and arguing 
in a purely academic spirit. There 
is hardly any country in the 
world where the alumni of this 
great University are not found 
sharing with others the wisdom 
they have acquired at Al-Azhar. 

The Academy decided this 
year to hold under its auspices 
the first international conference 
of Muslim Scholars from all over 
the world. 

On Shawal, 22, 1382 ( March 
6, 1964 ) the Conference Com- 
menced in Cairo which, in addition 
to being the capital of the United 
A r ab Republic, has been the centre 
of Islamic Culture and the bastion 
of Islamic heritage f >r many 
centuries ; It was a dream come 
true, for it was the cherished hope 
of Muslims all over the world that 
such a conference of international 



character be held to realise the 
aspiration of sincere Muslims for 
the establishment of intellectual 
and cultural contact between the 
sons of the Islamic nation dwelling 
in the for corners of the world. 

The Conference discussed 
papers prepared by members of 
the Academy, and dealing with 
various topics. These pepers, and 
those which the Academy will 
continue to prepare and publish 
will be of two types : 

a) The first type deals with 
£. subjects, which, although not 
entirely new, need a new pre- 
sentaion in the new social set up 
created by the Industrial Revo- 
lution. Researches carried out in 
this field wili aim at knocking the 
rust off the minds enslaved to 
material welfare and lifting the 
screen from our eyes blinded by 
the glare of modern life. 

b) The second t\pe deals wMi 
problems created by modern inven- 
tions and scientific advancement. 
It is hoped that this Academy will 
provide solutions to many of these 
problems in the light of the Quran 
and the Sunna. 

of the papers that were read 
and discussed in the Conference, 
the following deserve special 
mention : 
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this century, created a hiatus 
between Islam and the modern life* 
Those that clung to the old ways 
of life were denied acquaintance 
with modern though*, and on the 
other hand those that were brought 
up in the new tradition were totally 
ignorant of Islam and its glorious 
heritage. The need to bring about 
a harmony be f ween Islam and to 
the modern life was never greater 
than it is now. It was AL-AZHAR 
that came forward Jo do this. 

In 1961, under the auspices of 
AL - AZHAR was established an 
Academv of Islamic Research to 
serve as the highest body for 
Islamic research. This Academy 
undertakes the study of al! that 
pertains to Islamic heritage, and 
work vn internatirnal level towards 
the rejuventation of the Muslim 
culture, its purging from accretions, 
and its presentation in its true 
element, while facilitating know- 
ledge of and acquaintance with it 
at all levels and in all climes. It 

also aims at following up all that 
is published loy Muslims and non- 
Muslims alike -about Islam and its 
legacy t) benefit from what, is right 
in it, and to repute and rectify 

what is wrong. 

The Academy is an international 
body and comprises a select 



number of scholars with profound 
knowledge of Islam and i*s heritage. 
To help strengthen the unity of 
Islam and to bring out the academic 
character which has distinguished 
AL- AZHAR, all Muslim countries 
and all schools of Islamic thought 
are represented in the Academy. 
This is also to ensure that the 
views expressed and the resolutions 
adopted by the Academy may suit 
the different localities and the 
varying societies in ihe Muslim 
World. 

It was in the fitnen; cf things 
that AL- AZHAR should take up 
this task of rejuvenating Islamic 
culture and bridging the gap that 
has been growing be' ween Isiam 
and the modern thought. For 
AL- AZHAR is "the first btu?e that 
was built for knowledge", and since 
it was founded ten centuries ago 
it has kept the torch of Islamic 
sciences burning. It has been 
stimulating faith through knowledge 
and it has kept alive learning by 
study and research with persever- 
ance, patience, deliberations and 
endurance. 

The fact that this great and 
glorious university was first housed 
in the imsque and remained so far 
many centuries is proof posinve 
that in Islam worship and learning 
go hand in glove with each other

hlam is not a religion in the 
sence in which it is used to denote 
chnstianity, Judaism, Buddism etc, 
but it is a complete system of life 
suiied to all times and climes and 
acceptable to all those that dwell 
under the sun. It is but natural 
for such a universal message to 
adapt itself to the varying condi- 
tions of life. Since its inception, 
thir-een hundred years ago, Islam 
has been a living force, grappling 
with every new situation that arose 
and solving every new poblem 
that it faced. Great doctors of law 
known as mujtahids have flourished 
in the past and with their profound 



knowledge ol the sources of legisla- 
tion in Islam, viz. the Quran, the 
hadilh, the qiyas and the ijma they 
have interpreted Islam in the light 
of the changing patterns of life 
in every age. 

But unfonunateiy during the 
past few centuries of Muslim down- 
full, mental inertia, deterioration in 
educa-ional standards, lack of pat- 
ronage of scholars and divines -all 
this conspired to put an end to 
ijtihad. This and the ever-growing 
inventions and discoveries in the 
fields of science and technology 
that commenced from the dawn of 



supplied to all the countries which 
know Islam or wish to know it. 

As for the exiting writings, the 
authentic from them will remain in 
libraries for study by research 
Scholars and specialists; and the 
false and unauthentic from them will 
meet the fate which the unofficial 
Qur'an met at the hands of Uthman, 
for its existence is a constant danger 
to authentic report and will misguide 
those that seek the truth. 



If the Academy fulfils this 
task — and it can do it — then it 
will have cleansed the Shariah from 
the harmful innovations, and unwel- 
come^encrustations, and will have 
made the religion of Islam a "well 
of guidance undefiled ". People drin- 
king deep of it will create an idead 
society which will march on the 
straight path under the guidance 
of Truth, the protection of Science 
and the supervision of Conscience. 
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The second task before the Aca- 
demy is the purging of the faith and 
practice ot Islam from false and 
unauthentic traditions and teles that 
have come down from one generation 
to another, from customs and man- 
ners that have crept into our faith 
and practice from outside, and from 
beliefs that corrupt mysticism has 
injected into Muslim minds. During 
the centuries of Muslim downfall 
Islam was forced to Accept and 
absorb beliefs and practices which 
were far from being Islamic and 
sometimes were actually anti-Islamic. 
Thus entered into the framework ot 
Is'amic thinking the hatred of every- 
thing material. Mrnarticism became 
the dominant feature of Islam. Mus- 
lims were taught to lcok down upon 
worldly life. Islam was considered 
to be a bundle of beliefs that opens 
the gates of paradise. 

The third task before the Aca- 
demy is the problem of personal in- 
terpretation ( ijtihad ), This alone is 
the path that will lead to the goal 
that the Academy strives to attain 
viz. The reorientation of fiqh and 
the modernization of the Shariah. 
The message of slam is for all times 
and climes. The living fiqh of Islam 
has to mould itself with the changing 
conditions in t]->e social and fie eco- 
nomic fields. We cannot therefore 
expect the early doctors to have 



fore-seen the modern p'otfems and 
to have worked out their solu ions. 

The nearest and the easiest way 
for the Academy to reiorm the exis- 
ting conditions would, therefore, be 
to study the legacy of Islam which 
comprises various elements and to 
codify it into three authoritative en- 
cyclopaediae : the first for the study 
of the Qur'an, the second for the 
study of Hadith and the third for 
the study of Fiqh. The Quran will 
here be explained in the light of 
authentic sayin?s and molern 
scientific knowledge. Dae place will 
be given to the sound explanations 
of the later Scholars side by side 
with those of the early savants. The 
Hadith will be codified from the 
authentic collections of Hadith, and 
explained in the light of researches 
in the fields of History, Sociology, 
Ethics, and philosophy. Fiqh will 
be codified from the practice that 
has come down to us and from the 
sound interpretations of the le^al 
Schools. 

These three collections will form 
an authority for le?al decisions and 
the basis for all fatwas. Summeries 
of these will then be bublished for 
study in education 1 Institutions; and 
these alon* with the origionals will 
be translated into most of the 
Eastern lan.^uajes and the most im- 
portant western languages, and copies

Azhar should be reorganized and 
broai-based. Wit'i this object in 
view the Revolution passed the new 

law for the reorientation of this great 
centre of Muslim learning. Among 
the other new institutions established 
by this Law, is the Islamic Resear- 
ches Academy whic'i brings together 
Muslim Scholars and savants from 
all the countries. This new forum 
will strive to liberate Muslim thought 
from blind following, to pur*e the 
sunna from spurious and unauthentic 
traditions, to modify the Sha iah 
within the framework of the Quran 
and the Sunna, to cleanse the faith 
from encrustations and harmful in- 
novations and to present the faith 
of Islam to the peoples of the world 
in clear terms and on scientific lines. 
We hops that the Academy will give 
us its considered view on the three 
following issues, viz. Uniformity of 
be'ief, purging of the Shariah and 
permission to the use of pergonal 
interpretation. The lack of these 
factors has greatly distorted our 
religion, torn asunder our unity and 
hindered the probation of Islam. 

The uniformity of belief fell a 
prey to political parties, and worldly 
gread till the number of schisms in 
Islam reached seventy-two. Each one 
of these Schisms tried to overcome 
the other, and to do so it sought to 
prove its validity with spurions and 



unauthentic traditions. But, however, 
all thefe schisms disappeared one by 

j one before tie end of the seventh 
I century of the Hijra'i, except the 
Zahiri School which held its sway 
in Spain an 1 certain parts of Morocco. 
As for the Ie?a! Schools, they finally 
resolv d into four Schools of 
the Sunnites and some Schools of 
the Shiites. The differences among 
the various Sc'iools of the Sunnites 
on fie one hand, ani the Sunnites 
and the Shiites on the other hand 
grew in intensity with the passage 
of time till finally fiey were esi ran- 
ged from each other so much that 
some Hanfite doctors Jield that a 
Shafii girl was not a kufu (suitable) 
for a Hanifite boy, and in the same 
way some Shiite doctors held that a 
Sunnit boy was not a Kufu for a 
Shii girl. Later these differences 
narrowed down and this attitude of 
hostility towards each other gave 
way to one of tolerance. It was then 
said that the followers of each School 
Should believe that t leir School was 
b fically right though it might be 
wronj; and that the other Schools 
were basically wrong though they 
might be right. Recently doctors of 
the various Sunnite Schools have 
Shown si ; >ns of unity and rapproa- 
chment not only amonj the various 
Sunnite Schools but also betweei 
these, and the Shiite?. 
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CAIRO CONFERENCE OF MUSLIM SCHOLARS

Just a few weeks ago ended the 
summit Conference of the Heads of 
Arab States, and has now commenced 
the Conference of Muslim Scholars. 
While the former conference di- 
scussed at the highest level issues 
relating to political unity, the latter 
will seek to pave the way for re- 
ligious uniformity, in fact these 
two conferences compliment each 
other. f f % 

Both these Conferences are an 
echo of the Great Revolution that 
started on the banks of the Nile of 
Amr bin al-As, then moved to 
the banks of the Biirdi of Khalid 
bin Walid and later to the banks 
of the Tigris of Sa'd ; it echoed in 
the mountains of Yemen and its 
light shone on the shores of the 
Mediterranean bringing life to 
Algeria. It created hopes and 
kinddted courage. It connected the 
bonds that were broken. In short 
it awakened the Arabs to a new 
life of unity and a brilliant future. 

A revolution cannot usrvive 
without a faith even as a body 
cannot live without a soul, and a 
ship cannot reach the goal without 
the guidance of the pole-star. The 



Revolution can certainly soften iron, 
grow fields on stones, harness the 
Nile, Manufacture rockets, spread 
Knowledge and provide amenities 
for the people, but without the 
moving force of faith can it stimulate 
hearts that are dying to a life of 
piety and responsibility ? The 
leaders of the Great Revolution were 
alive to this need : they were sure 
that the new revolutionary society 
would not live without religion. 
They also knew that religion would 
not keep pace with the changing 
times without the guidance of 
Azhar. When the educational needs 
of Azhar are complete and when it 
adapts itself to the new situation, 
it will usher in the East a free and 
original Renaissance that will 
reorientate the entire East, for 
when its culture, derived as it is 
from Revelation and the laws of 
Nature, will come into contact with 
the modern thought, they will react 
on each other, and this fusion of 
the ancient culture with modem 
thought will give birth to 
reorientation of religion as Allah 
wills it.
